NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


_— 


The beneficial influence and useful work of the Jewish Working Men’s 


Club were aptly described by Lord Rothschild in his address at the re- | 


opening of the institution on Tuesday evening. It is without doubs an 
immense advantage that the Jewish working men should have opportunities 
for association ag well as for bringing them in touch with similar organisations 
througout the country. The Jewish Working Men’s Club has undoubtedly 
many points of interest and is a unique example of how such an institution 


| should be managed. It is a neutral ground upon which, without any element 


of patronage or charity, the West can help the East to provide 
recreation of a high order: and to become acquainted with those im- 
portant duties incumbent on every citizen of England. The Club is self- 
supporting without depending upon the profits from the sale of intoxicants 


which helps other cognate institutions to pay their way. It is also unique 


with respect to its recognition of the rights of the wives, sisters and sweet_ 
hearts of working men to personal association with them in their pleasures 

There are many other satisfactory features which non-Jewish visitors often 
praise. We wish that more regard were paid to the absolate necessity of 
encouraging foreign Jewish working men to become members of the Clab 
and of catering for them according to their special needs. This is an 
important educational feature which has unfortunately not been sufficiently 
regarded hitherto. Money raised for helping our foreign brethren is not 
of such advantage as taking them by thehand and enabling them to stand 


‘upon the same footing in every respect with English working men. 


Paragraphs have recently appeared in several of our contemporaries 
respecting the new edition of the Bible which has been undertaken by Prof. 


Paul Haupt, of the Johns Hopkins’ University. These statements convey 
but an imperfect idea of the importance uf the new work. In the first place, 
the edition is to be critical, and the translation will be made on the basis of 
a revised text. This revision will be left to the discretion of each individual 
contributor, who will be solely responsible for his share of the work. Editors 
are just now much troubled to devise a satisfactory method of so printing the 
text of the Bible that the reader may detect at a glance the portions assigned 
to various authors and dates. This necessity is of pressing moment in the 
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case of the Pentateuch, where the analytical process has been most ener- 
getical'y pushed. Prof. Haupt has adopted the system of printing in dif- 
ferent colours the passages supposed to belong to different documents. The 
‘notes will be brief and scholarly; dealing especially with textual and 
archeological difficulties. There will be « profusion of illustrations, a 
smaller one we believe to every page, and a full page illustration to every 
four pages. These illustrations will not, however, be of a fanciful character, 
but, after the model of those in the new edition of Green’s History of Eng- 
land, will be accurate reproductiors of Biblical antiquities and scenes and 
go forth. Thus it will be seen, that though in the first instance appealing 
to students, Prof. Haupt’s edition of the Bible will have several points of 
strong attraction for the general reader. 


— 


Prof. Haupt’s enterprise, however, has other remarkable features. The 
new work will be really international. .To go no farther, the translation will 
be published simultaneously in English and German. The contributors will 
be drawn from America, England, Scotland, and from the Continent of 
Europe. We are happy to be able to state that several Jewish scholars have 
promised to collaborate in the production of this unique work. We under- 
stand that two Jewish Talmudists of the first rank have more or less agreed 
to add to the value of Prof. Haupt’s edition by compiling a list of the 
various readings contained in (or to speak with more exactness implied in) 
some of the many quotations from the Bible that are strewn over the pages 
of the Rabbinical literature. Some of these variations were merely caused 
by the habit of quoting by heart. Some of them again are the resalt of 
homiletieal exegesis, as where in a familiar passage, a Talmudical authority 
remarks ‘‘ read not children (7°23) but builders (7'13).” Yet when allow- 
ance has been made for these circumstances, a certain residuum of more or less 
distinct Biblical rariae Jlectiones may be detected in the Talmud and Mid- 
rash. The publication of a list of these, laborious though the compilation 
will necessarily be, will give Prof. Haupt’s edition a permanent value 
which will not be effected by any changes, however fundamental, in the views 
of critics ag to the date and authorship of the various sections of the Bible. 


Despite an occasional lapse into dubious English and indubitable mis- 
spelling, the pamphlet entitled ‘‘ Self-Emancipation,” which has been issued 
as No. 1 of a‘: Jewish National Series,” is well worthy of a careful perusal. 
Mr. A. L. Finkenstein is the translator of this nine-years old brochure from 
the pen of an anonymous German writer. The latter pleads for the resto- 
ration of the Jewish nationality with an unusual amount of eloquence and 
originality. His pages, few though they be, sparkle with striking thoughts 
epigrammatically expressed. Even though we have little sympathy with 
the solution of the Jewish question here proposed, we must admit the partial 
truth of some of the author’s premises. He himself confesses that no wide- 
spread national sentiment exists amongst the Jews, but he maintains that 
this sentiment must first be created and then satisfied. The Jewish people 
‘is to be found everywhere, but nowhere at home.” .. . . ‘“‘ The world saw 
in this people the uncanny appearance of a dead man, who walks with the’ 
living.” .... ‘* While the foreigner is distrusted, the Jew is not trusted.’ 
.... “The legal emancipation of the Jews is the culminating point reached 
by our century. But legal emancipation is not social emancipation.” . . . . 
To the Jews an impartial thinker will say: “‘ You are foolish, because you 
stand nonplussed, expecting from human nature a thing which it never pos- 
sessed, viz.:—humanity.” ... . When weare turned ont from the house 
built by ourselves, we humbly pray for mercy ; and if we do not suc- 
ceed to soften the heart of the oppressor, we move on in search of—another 
exile. When an idle looker-on shouts to us on our way : ‘ Poor devils of 
Jews, you are truly tobe pitied,’ we are profoundly moved ; and when a Jew 
is said todo honour to his people, we are foolish enough to be proud of it.” 
.... “Qur country is a strange land ; our unity—dispersion ; our de- 
fence—flight ; our originality—assimilation ; our future—the next day.” 
.... “ The fatal point of our history is, that we can neither live nor die.” 
. “It is not the holy land, which must become now the goal of our 
aspirations, but our own lard.” (The translator states that the author sub- 
sequently altered his view in favour of a return to the Holy Land). 


“ Certainly we have not the genius of Mores to lead us ; such leaderships are 


not granted repeatedly to a nation.” ‘ Wedo not of course, propose a total 
emigration of our people. The relatively slight number of Jews in the 
West, where they form but a smal! percentage of the entire population, and 
are therefore perhaps more favourably situated, and even to some extent 
naturalised, may continue to remain where they are. Even where Jews are 
willingly tolerated, those‘who are well-to-do, may remain. But there is a 
certain point of saturation beyond which the Jews must not go, unless they are 
to be exposed to the dangers of persecution.” These quotations will give 
some idea of the author’s general argument. It is marked by much exagger- 
ation, bat it contains an element of real truth. As to the way out of the 
‘difficulty, we fear that the writer is not a highly qualified guide.

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RUSSO-JEWISH COMMITTEE. 
[COMMUNICATED. 


A meeting of the Russo-Jewish Committee was held on Tuesday last, Sir 
JULIAN GOLDSMID, Bart., in the Chair ; the Very Rev, Dr. H. Adler, Chief Rabba, 
Rev. 8. Singer. Messrs. Samuel Montagu, N. L. Cohen, Oswald Simon, Isidore 
Spielman, and N. 8. Joseph, Honorary Secretary. 

The Rev. 8. Singer submitted a report on his mission to Hamburg and Berlin. 
He described the admirable organisation for the emigration of the refagees from 
Hambarg to New York, the excellent arrangements for housing them pending 
embarkation, and for supplying them with clothing. He also detailed the nego- 
tiations he had conducted with the Committee at Berlin, which had resulted in 
an arrangement for the continuance of the emigration direct from the Continental 
ports to America without passing them through this country, and submitted for 
ratification by the Committee the series of resolutions embodying the arrange- 
ments. The Committee unanimously approved the resolutions, and recorded its 
grateful appreciation of Mr. Singer’s services in negotiating so satisfactory a 
settlement. 

In pursuance of the treaty with the Berlin Committee, the further sum of 
£5,000 was voted as a contribution towards the cost of the emigration from the 
Continental ports, and the settlement and dispersion of the refugees in America. 

Letters were received from the St. Petersburg Committee asking assistamce 

for the famine-stricken Jewish colonies of Kherson and Ekaterinoslav, and asking 
the Committee to grant a sum of money to be advanced as loans to the colonists. 
The Committee voted a sum of £1,000 to be placed in the hands of the St. 
Petersburg Committee, of which Baron Giinsburg is President, and to be advanced 
on loan as suggested. : 
_ The Committee resolved that all Russian emigrants sent from London to New 
York should be consigned to the United Hebrew Charities, and that a sufficient 
capitation sum should be simultaneously remitted to that body to emable it to 
defray the cost of dispersion and settlement, the scale of payment being the same 
as that paid by the Berlin Committee for the like purpose, and to the New York 
dispersion organisation. |

A private and confidential letter was read from a correspondent in Russia. 

Various grants were made and sundry routine business conducted. and the 
meeting separated after a protracted sitting. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—I desire to take the earliest opportunity of correcting an imaccurate 
report of a speech of mine which was published .in some of yesterday's evening 
papers. When gagerr at Miss Davenport-Hill’s meeting on Tuesday that lady 
gave expression to kindly and laudatory statements regarding the Rassian Jewish 
children at the Board Schools in East London, and referred to the arrival of large 
numbers fleeing from religious persecution. In replying to a vote of thanks, I 
expressed my gratitude to Miss Hill, but was able to reassure the meeting that the 
Jewish community in London were taking steps to divert to America those who 
might otherwise reach these shores ; that £75,000 was collected, and £100,000 
was expected, of which a large contribution would be made towards a sum of 
£40,000 (exclusive of passage money) to settle 30,000 souls in America daring 
1892 ; and that the German frontier committees were sifting the emigrants, so 
that only the physically capable should be allowed to leave Russia, also that none 
would be eent to this country.

“FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT.| 


The following details may be added in connection with the Conference of 
the Berlin Russian Jewish Committee. 

Herr Oswald Boxer has been sent by the Committee to Rio Janeiro to 
examine into the condition of Brazil : he has joined there Mr. Maximilian Noeth- 
manm. im order to study on the spot the question of colonisation. Herr 
Boxer wired, October 2ist. that he had received a favourable impression, 
and colonisation would be successful, climate and soil being excellent. 

The Berlin Committee has an entente cordiale with Baron de Hirsch, and a 
lively correspondence goes on between them. Baron Hirsch gives the Com- 
mittee all desired information about all that he intends doing, and the Committee 
informs him of all important events, and asks his advice. Baron Hirsch in 
a remarkable letter to the Committee says: “I have already told you that you 
may regard me as a kind of reserre fund. Lf you lack money for your aims or 
for current expenses, I will put 500.000 francs to your credit, which will be at 
your disposal (either the entire sum or a portion of it) at a Berlin Bank, but 
gentlemen, you are too prudent to touch your savings : if I mention the sum to 
you to-day, it is rather from 2 moral reason, so that you should not be frightened 
of havimg mo momey and therefore be discouraged.” 

The Rev. S. Singer, as you know, has been here as the delegate of the London 
Rosso-Jewish Committee. 

Rechtsamwalt Dr. Breslaner mentioned the following respecting England. 
When the Committee first commenced work, England officially begged that the 
emigrants hould be kept from its shores. It was stated in return that all would be done 
to carry out these wishes, and only those emigrants would be sent who had relations 
desirous of their coming, and who would help them to get a living there. This 
declaration was published officially by the English Government. The appeal 
accepted by the delegates at the Conference, composed by the celebrated author, 
Kari Emil Franzos. is as follows: “Severe oppressions have befallen our 
brethren im Russia. old laws. formeriy seldom enforced, are being renewed with 
redoubled severity, and fresh trials come with each succeeding day. Thousands 
have beem already expelled from home and trade, only happy if they could save 
their remaining goods. As helpless fugitives most of them leave the places 
where they have been industrious citizens, earning their bread. a blessing to their 


intellectual endeavours had hoped t» achieve a more human fate, for at 


procure for them new dweiling-places and new sustenance becomes continually 
greater. Therefore we have resolved to appeal im this manner for charity for 
these unhappy people. May the beneficent charity be 2s great as the misery 
which it is to asswage. And therefore we beg one and all, who have a spark of 
humam love, to send us them gifts quickly and freely !

The space occupied by 
an octave being only about five inches, a chromatic scale in octaves can be 
brilliantly rendered with the greatest ease and — The Sarering is thus 
vastly simpler and easier than on the ordinary keyboard, and brillianey can be 
acquired with one tenth the trouble now taken. The new keyboard likewise 
facilitates refinement of touch, and especially clearness of part playing, a single 
layer easily rendering a duet, as a ihersian critic present observed. Miss 
Thekla Nathan, with chermite amiability, explained the Janko system verbally 
as well as instrumentally.

A NEW MOVEMENT. 


A PHRASE uttered in jest sometimes strikes the note of an important problem. 


“Unattached Jews” was the expression which Mr. Narsasiet Lots 
Cone invented on the spur of the moment at a recent meeting of the 
Russian Appeal Committee. It evoked a smile, but there was more in it 
than either the speaker or his audience ajprehended at the time. 
‘“‘ Unattached ” is a very well-known word at the Universities of Oxford and 


- Cambridge to designate a great many members of the University who are 


not attached to a College. The canvass of the community for the Russian 
Fand shows very conclasively, if it had not been realised before, that the 
lists of members of synagogues do not cover the entire Jewish population of 


this country, and that indeed there are a very large number of Jews who are 


“ Unattached” to the existing congregations both in London and the pro- 
vinces. In generations that are past the synagogue was the central rally- 
ing point of the Jewish community. To belong to the community was to 
be a member of a congregation. The old-fashioued lew might have con- 
sidered it unnecessary to regard as factors in Judaism people who were 
unattached to the synagogue. He would be old-fashioned indeed who 
ventured to express a thought like that to-day. True wisdom is manifested 
by facing boldly the changes which actually do come over a community m 
the course of a generation. There has verily arisen a new generation which 
knew not pre-emancipation times, and which has been born in the age of 
civil and political liberty and religious equality, when in England Jewish 
birth.is no more a barrier than Haguenot descent. 

These are momentous changes, bringing with them new conditions 
which affect very seriously the future of Judaism in England. The rallymg 
points must be considerably extended if the Jewish body is to preserve to 


itself all that belongs to it by mature, and all that may be useful to it by |

of high imteileetual gifts and sound educational training. 

The ammouncement which we mek: in another columm of a new 
communal movement will be read with much imtersst. Part of the 
imterest arises from the novel churacter of the movement. Nothing similar 
has hitherto been started, nor indeed could it have bum possille at any 
earlier stage of the communal life. Tie organisation is essemitially the out- 
come of circumstances which did not exist a generation ago. We take it 
that the scheme is the outward and visible sign of a deep-rooted attachment 
to the Jewish race among those whose pursuits hare tended to withdraw 
them from that close personal associatiun with other Jews which was common 
enough thirty years ago. The removal of disabilities of every kimd_ especially 
the barners to higher education, have produced conseyuences that have now 
to be taken into aceount. The number of Jews who avail themselves of the 
removal of disabilities by entering the various professioms = steadily in- 
creasing. This is the natural outcome of the imcreased facilities for higher 
edecation, amd is the obriows result of the University Tes Act of IS7T. 
Canze and effect are here apparent. When the Jews were exulinded from 


| the liberal professivas and from the Universities they were fore d imto com- 


mercial and it wa: net easy to find their war other fields 
of activity. was inewtable that so as the partitiom which had been 
artifically placed between Jews and the professions was takem away the 
desire to elect professional careers in preference to others would be stim- 
lated. So lomg as Jews were exclinded it was a much simpler task to keep 
them im comtact with one another. In point of fact mo eTorct was meeded to 
do it, for they were na state of enforced separateness. Amd ths enforced 
separateness became an evil in itself. It is not good for amy +ctiom of the 
population to revolve perpetually round its own centre. The movement that is 
just beimg initiated is a remarkable indication of a thorouch trumsformation in 
the crcam:tances of Enzlish Jews. [tis natural torn from a reaction which 
has been wolent m its rapidity. Jews whose pursuits are such iat they are 
entirely engaged in the outer world and have ‘prachcally mo association with 
other Jews, desire to have an opportumity of occeswmally meeting 
members of their race and exchanging views. ur grandiiathers would have 
found it difficult to imagine that within a century there woul! be a sufficient 
number of Jews :o situated as to be in the condition here dexrited. Yet 
this movement hss arisen. It was neither contemplated mor promoted by 
anyone who did not feel that wish. All mew movements ame apt to meet 
with criticism. The stromgest justification for this reumiom is that it exists, 
that the meetings take place, that they are found to be of imterest, and 
are composed of the men who desire to meet im that way becumse they gee it 


| is their only way. 


There are people who will oppose theory to fact, or im cther wands will 
endeavour to close their eyes toa state of thimgs as it exists im onier to 
propound what they imagine oughtto be. Thus it may be said by Jews who 
have never been withdrawn from continuous association with the communal 
organi-ations and the closest Jewish ties m a variety of ways, that it is meed- 
less for Jews to seek any special time and place for meeting ome amother im 
addition to those already provided. So it is for those who com mate the 
objection, but the mew organisation is fer others quite differently 
There has been always a tendency among Jews who are not @ general con- 
tact with the community to drop awsy gradually, amd mow the most satis- 
factory feature in this movement is that it has taken root anmong and is 
drawing to itself the wery kind of men who are mest Lable ll admit. Ip 
these days the loss of «ny ecnsiderable number of imtelectual men woud be 
a distinc: disadvantage to English Judaism.

sanatorium ; a refuge for the destitute. a Cave of Adullam. inte which would 
be gathered “Every one that was im distress, amd every ome that was in debt. 
and every one that was discontented” The idea, I have a shrewd suspicion. 
was set going by the old-time playwnghts and novelists. The wealthy uncle whe 
turms up, as a veritable deus cx machina, just im the very mick ef time at the end 
of the last act or third volume, invariably hails from the Indies, whilst the in- 
dividual who is a “ne’er-do-well.” or has been wrongfully accused, or has got 
inte amy sort of trouble, or is im the author's way. mever fails to make 2 bee-line 
for Australia, where, after the lapse of am amazingly brief period, we find that 
he has blossomed forth mto a local magnate of the first water. and become a 
fully-fledged J.P. 

As a matter of fact—let me take the opportumity umequivocally te assert— 
there is a plethora of unskilled labour im the Australiam colonies. The cry of 
the unemployed is raised with mathemauecal at regular intervals. year 
by year, in each and every overcrowded principal city. and the mimasterial chiefs 
of the departments of Public Works are harassed with deputations from mass 


gatherings of these who have “ got no worktodo™” Be it. however. understood | 


that there is no dearth of highly remunerative employment for the artizan. or 
for the agriculturist, whose services are ever much sought after. 

In momediate juxtaposition with a letter of mime published im your issue of 
the 28th ult. there appears a commumication, headed “New Zealand and the 


Russian Jews,” above the signature of the Rev. A. Chodowski, of Christchurch 


Broadly speaking, for all practical imtents amd purposes, as far as these emigra- 
tiom proposals are concerned, New Zealand and the maim contment of Aus 
tralia may be bracketed together. Im a style so glowimg as to be vividly 
remumiseent of the diction adopted by the Eden lamd agent. to whose alluring 
wiles Martin Chuzzlewit. the younger. succumbed. Mr. Chodowski writes of the 
country im which he has pitched his tent. amd holds out 2 pressing invitation to 
our Russian brethren to proceed thither. “It we are told. ~ mot generally 
known, outside New Zealand, what are the advantages it affords. It is a land 
flowing with milk and honey. teeming with matural wealth of all kinds, blessed 


with 2 climate of unequalled salubrity, and is ome of the brightest gems im the 
British crown.” 


At first blush, the opinions entertaimed by the gemtlemanm who penned the | 


abeve brillant phraseology of distressingly familiar to 
those of us who have handled syndicate prospectuses. amd know what a colon! 
“land-boom.” means—would appear to be diametrically opposed to what I have 
expressed. Closer examination, however, tends to show that they are easily to 
be reconciled. Im'effect, what I have said inregard to the Russzam refugees is -— 
Don’t send them out—uniess they are agncultarsts” Thos Mr Chodowski 
“send them out by all mesns—assuming they are agnculternts” Te quote his 
own words - “ What is needed for a man to make for bimmself and family a 
position of comfort and honour in New Zealand 1s am agricultural experience and 
a little capital to begm with ....

On the other hand. we have been informed by an almost samultaneous cablegram 
that a great mumber of refugees have sailed from Odessa. bound for Australia 
Mr. James O'Connor, of Wycherproof (Victoria )_ states, I may mention. that he 
is im recerpt of 2 communication from Baron de Hirsch notifying the projected 
despatch of a representative to imspect the ~ mallee ~ lands. with a view to their 
colomsation by Russian Jews. I here take leave to remark that the worthy gen- 
tleman—himself a Russian Jew resident in Melbouwrme—from whom the scheme 
just mentioned emanated, though possessed of mamy excellemt attributes. aan 
scarcely claim to be qualified to express an opamion om matters of hauty politique 
henee hus proposition is visionary and umpractacable im the extreme. 

It instructive to observe ome temdemcy of the public in England 
to look at colontal matters through Home spectacles, amd to recerve expressions 
of colonial opumion with patronage and thinly-veadled mmpamemce. Every parwh clerk 
and village qu-deunc, seated On the form im the bar of the mm to whack he resorts. 
quaffing his butter ale and puffing his long ~ churchwarden.” speaks with lofty 
of “ Our colemes,” whilst every oberwre provume«ni sheet varies 
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its leaders beginning :—* When this shall meet the eye of the Czar of all the 
Russias.” with homely admonitions to the perverse and recalcitrant colonists. One 
of your contemporaries of the Jewish Press, even, has so far forgotten and 
stultified itself as recently to indulge in the following ludicrously bombastic 
deliverance with refererence to the natural resentment manifested in Australia 
against Russo-Jewish immigration :—~ We are very much afraid that the colo- 
nists will not be consulted at all, if they maintain this absurd and provoking 
attitude.” “~ Our colonies “—with a vengeance! Sir Julian Goldsmid, again— 
well-informed gentleman and experienced politician though he is—has been inju- 
dicious enough to give it to be understood, with unvarnished candour, that the 
protests of those in “Greater Britain " will have no effect on the line of opera- 
tienms pursued by the Angle-Jewish Association. over the affairs of which he 


In the sturdy resistance it offers to the alleged impending incursion. Austr: ia 
can by no means be accounted singular. Germany, Austria. Turkey, Roumaria 
and other European States have refused to permit the Russian refugees to cioss 
their respective frontiers. England shows no perfervid desire for their prese: ce. 
America returned several batches by the vessels that brought them. in accord: nee 
with the decision in a test case submitted to the law courts. In Canada—wh ch 
like Australia—enjoys political autonomy—the Government is hostile to Ba:on 
Hirsch’s proposals. The Dominion Parliament has passed a resolution proh- 
biting the introduction of pauper immigrants, this action being admittedly taken 


witha view to excluding Russo-Jewish exiles. The Canadian Press has evinced 
as much unanimity on the question as has that of Australia. 


The attitude of these colonies can perhaps best be gauged by the emphatic 
declaration just now made by the Premier of Victoria that should there be any 
attempt to landany of the refugees who are stated to have left Russia last week 
for Australia. it will be futile. He indicates that the Government, in such an 
event. would feel itself justified in putting into operation the authority which it 


possesses of refusing to be burdened with the pauper population of a foreign _ 


nation. Similar exercise of such powers of exclusiveness has. it may be noted. 
already been resolutely made by the Executive of the colony with regard to 
Chinese immigrants. and im the case of certain Inmsh reformers. who were some 
te: who were debarred ‘from setting foot on 
its soul. 

As the position Lhave taken up is liable to misinterpretation. let me reiterate 
that I am not so much giving expression to my personal views, as echoing the 
voice of public opimion in these parts. Long residence in various Australian 
centres of population. and free contact with all grades of society, has enabled 
me to acquire an intimate knowledge of the trend of feeling prevalent in the 
community. and to put my finger on the pulse of popular thought.

AGRICULTURAL TRAINING OF JEWISH YOUTHS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir. —Many Jewish parents, now-a-days, are at a loss what to do with their 
sons after they have left school. 

Commerce and the professions, through competition, have become unre- 
munerative, the same applies to skilled workers. But there is still a field left 
comparatively free from the fierce competition which animates the ranks of 
commerce and professions, and that is agriculture, which although a slow way 
of acquiring a competence, is generally ajsure one. | 

Most people will, I think, agree with me, that it is desirable that a part of 
Jewish energy should be thrown in a different direction than it has been. Why 
should the Jew not be producer as well as consumer and, “middleman,” as 
hitherto ? My idea is, that there should be established an agricultural college 
purely and simply for Jewish youths, where they could acquire a thorough 
practical knowledge of farming as well as the theoretical part, and at the same 
time, of course, keep up the observances of their faith. This idea has already 
been put into practice in Germany, where there are several institutions of the 
kind, and at one of which the writer was educated. 7 

With a little encouragement for a beginning, I, myself, could start a college 
of this description. I have little doubt that many parents would eagerly take 
advantage of it. 

It should be remembered that a practical knowledge of farming once gained 
is applicable to all parts and climates of the world, and that it is, of all oceupa- 
tions of man, the healthiest and most natural.

POOR JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER. 


On Sunday last a meeting of the Committee of the Poor Jews’ Temporary 
Shelter was held at the Institution, 84, Leman Street, Mr. ELtis A. Frank tin, 
President, in the Chair. | . 

The Secretary (Mr. J. E. Blank) read the draft of the Sixth Annual Re- 
port and Balance Sheet, which were unanimously adopted. 

The “ey mad states that during the past year 2,021 inmates have passed 
through the Institution, as compared with 1,399 in the previous year. In spite 
of the increase in the number of individuals who sauintihaaaah the Institution, 
the number of those who “ returned to their native land ” is 286 as against 209 : 
of those who came back from the United States, 119 as against 213 ; and from 
“ other places,” 41 as against 121. These figures tend to prove that the emigrants 
are more settled, whilst a further investigation proves beyond question 
that a tendency exists on their part to distribute themselves over a wider area, for 
against the 94 who went to the United States,and 17 to“:various countries,” in the 
previous year, the figures for the current year rose to 4 and 286 respectively — 
more than six times as numerous. Most important of all, however, is the fact 
that in spite of increased numbers, the residue of those who are not specified (/.. 
those who purpose staying, or at any rate temporarily staying, in the United 
Kingdom, and those who, on leaving the Institution have no fixed intentions), 
falls from 1,109 to 920. Again, the class of those passing through this country, 
appears to be approaching more nearly that which the colonies welcome, for the 
number of immigrants * with a calling ” has risen from 855 in the previous year 
to 1,550 in the current year, and the number “ without a calling” has fallen from 
o44 to 171. Dealing with the comparative ages of the inmates, and of the periods 
during which they had hacadreice in the institution, it will be seen that nine- 
tenths of them were under 40 years of age, and that comparatively less than 
one-fourth were permitted to remain the full period of 14 days. 

The report recounts the most important steps taken by the Committee during 
the year (all of which have from time to time been reported in the Jewish 


Chronicle), and closes with an earnest appeal for support to maintain the insti- 
tution m a thorough state of efficiency. _

SECOND NOTICE. 


The second, and slightly larger, section of Dr. Friedlinder’s new work desis 
with the practical side of orthodox Judaism. Goodness of heart, says the author. 
does not constitute perfection, unless it be accompanied with the correlative, good. 
ness in words and deeds. This is in fact the fundamental principle of erery form 
of Judaism, but naturally div at once occurs in the interpretation of wha: 
is meant by good words and deeds. To Dr. Friedlander, the Torah is binding in 
all its parts ; and it is impossible to draw a distinction between its precepts. Ai 
are divine, all equally important ; though in certain circumstances some of these 
prece may acquire what “seems to us” more or less importance 
Dr riedlinder from his explanation of the maxim “ Although a man may 
have sinned, he is an Israelite still” seems to hold that a man once born a Jew 
cannot cease to be a Jew by any change in his beliefs or conduct. Dr 
Friedlander proceeds to draw a distinction between the ethical principles and 
the other commandments in the Law, the former being capable of development, 
the latter definitely fixed once forall. But Dr. Friedlander emphasises the fac: 
that, in the Torah, moral and social laws are placed side by side with ceremonial 
injunctions and that both are equally i ced with the formula, “ And the 
Lord spake unto Moses, saying.” | , 

The classification of the laws follows. the heads of the sections of Maimonides 
Mishneh Torah as well as of the Shulchan Aruch being very usefully supplied 
The moral “justification” of the laws is evidently a labour of love with th: 
author, and to this a considerable portion of the latter part of his work is profi: 
ably devoted. At the ontset. however, Dr. Friedlander pointe out that the real. 
justification of the laws is their divine origin, their efficacy in training the heart 
and character, the part they play in bringing men nearer and nearer to the divine 
perfection, and in producing a mastery over men’s appetites and desires. The 
special justification of each law is, the author points out, a matter for the in- 
dividual, and no such justification can take the piace of the fact that these hw: 
were dictated by the “ Will and Wisdom of the perfect Being.” A Jew would 
be acting wrongfully who, arguing that the dietary laws were intended to pro- 
mote tem e, a med those laws and sought a lesson im temperance by 
other méthode. “ Whatever reason we assign to a religious precept, and whatever 
wholesome lesson we derive from it, our first duty towards the commandment, 
and towards Him who commanded it, is strict and unconditional obedience.” This. 
as Dr. Friedlander proceeds to show was in effect the view also of Maimonides. 
and the anthor supplies a very useful summary of the attempt of that great 
theologian to establish a rational justification for all the Biblical 

An exposition of the Ten Commandments follows, in the notes to which the 
author accounts for the variations between the two versions of the Ten Com- 


| mandments by the change that had occurred in the circumstances. Yet this 


hardly seems to explain how Moses should alter the wording of a special and 
impressive revelation. In the notes to this section, Dr. Frediamder translates 
some interesting passages from several Jewish Commentators on the Pentateuch. 
The “General ethical principles ” of Judaism are classified by Dr. Friedlander 
under the heads : Duties towards God, towards our fellow-creatures, towards our- 
selves. This section is in every way admirable, and may be tube 
most successfal part of the work. Dr. Friedlinder’s remarks here embody 1 
noble ideal of thought and conduct, and this lofty tone of ethical and religious 
elevation is carried into every detail of this part of the author's treatment. We 
have no hesitation in ing pages 273—-328 to be the gem cf the book. 

“ Signs as Outward Reminders of God's presence,” is the unde: 
which Dr. Friedlander groups the * Fringes,” 
‘*Melah.”. And here we must remark 
Dr. Friedlander’s work a useful book of reference for ritual laws. 


The author 
supplies a full statement of the dénim (rules) regarding the “ fringe,” and so forth. 


while later on the minvtest details are ¢.g. given of the laws regulating the hoshermy 
of meat (p. 463), Kiddush, Habdalah, Sabbath and Festival laws, the removal of 
leaven on Passover. Besides the translation of laws of a special character very 
much general information concerning the ritual observances of Jews im the 
various stages oi life (¢.9. at weddings, funerals, and so forth), is interspersed m 
the course of Dr. Friedlander’s remarks. Few of the more i (indeed 
few of the minor) customs which have grown up round the original body of law: 
constituting Judaism are omitted in Dr. Friedlander’s work. 

On all these matters Dr. Friedlander also offers ethical and moral explana 
tions, many of them original and ingenious, but some of them wanting in probs — 
bility or historical basis. But no such complete account of the Sabbaths and Festr 
vals, and the laws and mishagim associated with them ; no such clear elucsda- 
tion of the Jewish Calendar and its history ; no such useful exposition of the 
Seder Service and many other rites and prayers, including the Synagogue liturgy 
for weekdays, for the festivals and Sabbaths (and i are the 
pages dealing with the prayers recited on the New Year and tke Day of Atone 
ment) ; no such elaborate enumeration of the many duties which “pious” 
are wont to perform in their home or in the synagogue—in short, no such work 2 
Dr. Friedlander’s has ever yet been published in England. With much of the

A heavy burden has been cast upon 
the Society owing to the large influx of Russian refugees, entailing extra labour, 

for the Treasurer, and expense. A special subscription had to be 
raed to meet the additional expenditure, in which the executive received 
material assistance from Mr. Julius Frankenberg and Mr. Samuel Wolffe.
